Tbe tbird bill which I introduced 


provides for tbe application of the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of all public lands 
to a special fund to be called tbe Arid 
Land Reclamation fond to be tinder 
tbe direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior, not only for investigation bat 
for Bctaal construction of snob projects 
as be deems practicable. 


I wae obliged to introduce tbe bill in 


this way, without providing for parti- 
onlir projects, in order to escape tbe 
dtasentiona and jealousies of the differ- 
ent States, aroused by tbe naming of a 
specific project in any one State. In 
other words, the great difficulty with 
tbe irrigation question ia tbe dissen- 
sions and jealousies of the various 
States, similar in character to those 
which the article referred to eeek to 
promote rffj-irdma t he various rivers of 
Nevada. Work must be commenced 
somewhere, aud it oaunot be com- 
tn /ic d iu all pi »ei"! at once. 


T >B la-t general bill is tbe bill which 


with Htnendment'S bis been favorably 
repjrted by the Committee on Irriga- 
tion of tbe House. It has also been 
accepted, wMt certain amendments, by 
Senator Hansbrongh, Chairman of tbe 
Committee on Public Lands in tbe 
Senate, and has been favorably reported 
by tbat committee. 
Its 
essential 


principles bar* been also accepted In a 
bill reported from tbe Honse Commit- 
tee on Public Ltnde. Bat although its 
plan of action has Le«n endorsed by 
three important committees, tbe leaders 
of tbe dominant party In the House re- 
fuse to give Irrigation legislation con- 
HJderation, and we me now nrpirg 
action and bringing every rrespure to 
bear npon them with a view of sec .r- 
ing a vote.
